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| TRY TO STEAL CHRISTMAS DINNERS 
Turkeys Fly, 


Deon on or Alive and Mer- 
chants Have to Keep Sharp Watch. 


’ Turkeys left out in wagons or in front of 


stores yesterday showed a remarkable dis- 
position to fly away. It didn’t make any dit - 
ference whether they were alive or dead, or 
whether they flew away whenever their 
owners weren't looking. 

They didn't always escape unaided. The 

police caught numerous hungry individuals 
in the act of saying hoo to big fat tur- 
keys in the hope of securing a Christmas 
dinner, 
Other thieves were of a more mercenary 
disposition and stole turkeys by the dozen— 
in one case a wagon load, which they after- 
wards took to other parts of the city and 
turned into cash. On Van Buren street and 
the district south over a hundred cases of 
stolen turkeys were reported. 

Oscar Rossman, a driver for E. Tee, No. 
119 Dearborn avenue, drove in a wagon con- 
taining fifty turkeys to a commission house 
near Lake and South Water streets, and, 
hitching his horse, went in. When he came 
out the horse had gone, so had the wagon, 
and so had the fifty turkeys. 

Then Driver Rossman put his hands to- 
ether and sounded “Gobble-Gobble,” but 
the turkeys didn’t come. After a while 
Rossman concluded it would take even more 
than fifty turkeys, especially dead ones, to 
fly away with a horse and wagon, and so 
told the police of his loss, and search was 
made. In the afternoon the wagon and horse 
were found at Austin and Western avenues, 
but not a turkey remained. 

Another turkey flight, which didn't suc- 
ceed so well, happened at No. 307 North 
Market street in the afternoon. A big, fat 
turkey winged his flight out of a wagon be- 
longing to S. Olson. The turkey was aided 
in his escape by Martin King, a boy 12 years 
old, who is known as the “‘Cross-eyed King.“ 
Just as the King' got his fingers firmly 
around the gobbler’s neck Policemen Jack- 
son and Davidson arrested him. 

Policeman O' Neil of the Central detail in- 
advertently spoiled stolen Christmas tur- 
keys for two families early last night. While 
walking along South Water street, near 
Franklin, he noticed two boys carrying two 
large turkeys between them. At the same 
moment the eyes of the youngsters fell upon 
the officer and guilty conscience did the rest. 
They dropped the turkeys, scampered down 
Franklin street, and were soon lost to view. 
O’Neil was sorely puzzled as to the disposi- 
tion to be made of theturkeys. Going tothe 
patrol box he called up the Central detail 
station by telephone and the following con- 
versation was held over the wire: 

Is the ‘loot’ there?“ 

“Yes, Lieut. Reed is here.“

sthreet. Foind out from him what shall 1 do

RS. ALBERT FUCHS GETS WARRANT. 


Saye Her Sushana Locked Her Out and 


Made Criminal Threats. 


The usually quiet Town Hall Station at 
Lake View had a sensation last night. At 
11 o'clock Mrs. Sophia Fuchs, wife of Al- 
bert Fuchs, the wealthy Lake View florist, 
burst into the station with the announce- 
ment her husband had locked her out of her 
own house and was threatening to kill her. 

Mrs. Fuchs, who is young and attractive, 
told her story in tears and anger and want- 
ed the police to go immediately to her resi- 
dence and take her husband out by force. 
Sergt. Olfon tried to pacify the excited 
woman and finally persuaded her to secure 
a warrant from Justice Bonnefoi. 

Accompanied by Policeman Lang she went 
to the home of the Justice at 12 o’clock and 
swore out a warrant charging her husband 
with making criminal threats. She insisted 
she would prosecute her husband to the last. 

Albert Fuchs is one of the most prominent 
German citizens in Lake View. He is pro- 
prietor of the Albert Fuchs Floral company 
in Evanston avenue, near Grace. He has 
accumulated a large amount of property and 
is a man of high standing in German circles, 

It has been a matter of frequent gossip in 
Lake View that Fuchs and his young wife 
have not been in entire accord. Mrs. Fuchs 
is of a lively disposition, and fond of social 
pleasure. Her husband is said to have op- 
posed this, and as a result there has been 
considerable feeling. 

Mrs. Fuchs told Sergt. Olfon she had gone 
out last night to visit friends, who were giv- 
ing a small party. Her husband refused her 
permission to go, and when she returned 
Lome at 10:30 o’clock the front door was 
bolted. She finally aroused her husband 
and demanded admittance. Mr. Fuchs said 
she could not come in. The wife replied she 
would break the door down if he did not 
open it instantly. 

This is my own house,” cried the excited 
woman, “and you dare not lock me out.” 

“If you break the door down I will kill 
you,” Mrs. Fuchs said her husband shouted 
back. 

Mrs. Fuchs thereupon hastened to the 
Town Hall Station and secured the warrant. 

Policeman Lang and Mrs. Fuchs went to 
the house at 1:30 o’clock this morning and 
the policeman induced Mr. Fuchs to submit 
to arrest without further trouble. He was 
brought to the station, where he furnished a 
bond.

“Well,” said the Justice, “this is not a 
United States recruiting station, but we are 
willing to administer any oath you wish to 
take.“ 

Very well,“ said the Captain. “This is 
the oath. Stand up, boys.“ 

The Justice gave the document to Clerk 
McInerney, who read impressively: 

“We, the undersigned, do hereby solemnly 
swear we are now organized and ready to 
support any action taken by the United 
States Congress in case of war with Great 
Britain.“ 

Capt. Gackle said “I do,“ and so did Lieut. 
O'Neill, and Second Lieut. Gorman, and all 
the rest of the officers and men in order of 
their ranks. 

On to Washington. 

“Now, boys,” said the Captain, “we can’t 
march ‘on to Washington,’ but we can do the 
next best thing—we will send our muster 
roli ‘on to Washington’ and let the govern- 
ment know we are ready.

According to the statements of drainage 
canal employés the gang had just completed 
a drilling and had filled sixteen holes of 
the blast with 250 pounds of dynamite. 

They alleged the electrical instrument by 
means of which the charges are exploded 
was out of er. The foreman. discon- 
nected it after the wires had been tamped 
into the charges and started to connect 
another instrument. It is not known 
whether the key or lever which completes 
the electrical circuit was in its proper safe 
position, but as the wires were fastened to 
the poles a frightful explosion took place. 

The workmen had not been warned, nor did 
they think there was any danger, and they 
stood around and over the blast waiting for 
the connection to be made. James McAl- 
lister was blown 100 feet, and when picked 
up was a shapeless mass. McKnight was 
also dead when he struck the ground, after 
having been blown forty feet into the air. 
Kearney was picked up 100 feet away, and it 
was thought for a while he was dead. One 
of his feet was blown off and he was fear- 
fully mangled. He revived at St. Joseph's 
Hospital, Joliet, whither all the injured men 
were taken on a Santa Fé train. The bodies 
of McAllister and McKnight were taken to 
Chamberlain’s morgue at Lockport. 

All the men but Michue and Harrison be- 
longed in Chicago. 

The injured are so badly hurt it cannot be 
learned whether they have families or not. 

Later investigation indicated the accident 
was due to the carelessness or misfortune 
of John Bowen, a workman, whose duty it 
was to explode the blasts. He has been in 
charge of the electrical instrument used for 
this purpose for some time, and has been 
deemed a careful man in his responsible 
position. He has been ranking as an elec- 
trician, it is said, for six months. 

The story of the accident, as told by the 
laborers at the scene, is that Bowen had 
prepared for a blast by placing the electrical 
machine used in exploding the dynamite in 
the bed of the ditch. To test the machine he 
then inserted an explosive cap and turned 
away for a moment. Coming back he pulled 
the lever and there was a terrific explosion. 
One after another the charges of dynamite 
placed along the face of the rock blew up 
with reports distinctly heard at Joliet, seven 
miles away.

Lord Salisbury would become expedient and 
necessary. 

**It seems to us,“ says the Chronicle, “that 
he might offer to discuss the limits of the ap- 
plication of the Monroe doctrine, and per- 
haps even to submit the boundary question 
to ‘arbitration."’ 

It says in its news columns that it is pos- 
| sible that while the tension lasts United 
States Ambassador Bayard will not leave 
London, but that so far there is no indica- 
tion of when President Cleveland’s acknowl- 
-edgment of Lord Salisbury’s dispatches will 
be received. 

The New York correspondent of the Times 
writes at length of the prospects for tariff 
and financial legislation by Congress, and 
argues that normal party lines have reap- 
peared and the Republicans in Congress 
have largely rescinded their indorsement of 
the Venezuelan message of President Cleve- 
land. He also comments upon the call for 
peace from the pulpits of the country as in- 
dicating the subsidence of the war spirit. 

The Daily News says in its edito : 

“The war message already seems a piece 
of ancient history and the President has 
probably lost the effect of eight years of the 
most disinterested labor for the public good 
on the currency question. Our New York 
correspondent says that his rashness has 
threatened the United States with bank- 
ruptcy, but it is impossible to believe that of 
a country which both potentially and actual-, 
ly is about the richest in the world.” . 

At a meeting of the executive of the Lon- 
don Non-Conformist Couneil, Dr. Clifford 
presiding, it was decided to telegraph a 
greeting to the Christian churches of Amer- 
ica with sympathy in their efforts to preserve 
the peace and the hope that they would be 
crowned with success and thus enable En- 
gland and America to codperate on behalt 
of suffering Armenia. 

The discussion of the Venezuelan matter 
continues with unabated vigor in all quar- 
ters. The Times this morning prints col- 
umns of correspondence on the subject. 

Andrew Carnegie writes to that paper in 
favor of arbitration, with a price fixed upon 
such territory as has been settled by the 
British should their title be found defective. 

Col. A. C. Colquhoun, who recently visited 
America in connection with an investigation 
of the Nicaragua Canal project, and who 
has since his return to England made sev- 
eral addresses on that subject, writes to the 
Times offering his testimony that the Mon- 
roe doctrine is an abiding sentiment with 
Americans and must be counted with.

quired by National Banks and Aid 
for Their Note Circulation Will Be 
Deferred — All Republican Con- 
@ressamen Requested to Be on Hand 
on Thursday Morning—Bills wi 
Go Through That Day: 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.—[{Special.}—On 
Thursday night, if all goes well, the Repub- 
lican plan for relieving the Treasury at its 
present distress will have been passed by the 
House of Representatives. The plan itself, 
after a long consultation today, remained sub- 
stantially the same as that given exclusively 
in Tun TrRiIpUNE this morning. 

It has been decided to separate the different 
measures into three groups, two of which 
will be passed on Thursday and the third 
later on, if it is deemed advisable. The first 
bill to be submitted to the House relates ex- 
clusively to the subject of revenue. The Re- 
publican theory has all along been that most 
if not all of the trouble in the national 
finances would disappear within a very short 
time after the accumulation of a surplus or 
even if the receipts exactly balanced the ex- 
penditures. As telegraphed last night, the 
plan for raising revenue deals exclusively 
with customs duties and has the tariff on 
wool and woolen goods as its cornerstone, 
The committee has spent the day today lis- 
tening to urgent appeals from various indus- 
tries which were neglected under the Wilson- 
Gorman. tariff, but they finally decided to 
keep quite close to their original plans and 
to make absolutely no changes for protection 
purely, avoiding a general revision of the 
tariff and proceeding on the revenue theory 
exclusively. They will, therefore, include in 
their bill a provision for 60 per cent of the 
McKinley tariff on wool and its manufact- 


ures. 
Pursuing the same policy the committee 
bill will add 25 per cent to the present rates 
on barley, hay, dairy products, live stock, 
and eggs, all of which were seriously cut 
down by the Wilson-Gorman bill. Therates 
of duty under the law of 1894 were gener- 
ally specific and ranged from an average 
ot 93 per cent on high-class horses down to 
12 per cent on hogs. The present tariff 
fixes a uniform rate of 20 per cent on all 
animals. Under the new bill with the 25 per 
cent increase there would be a uniform tar- 
iff of 25 per cent on horses, mules, cattle, 


hogs, and sheep. 
The present law reduced eggs from 5 cents 


to 3 cents a dozen and the new bill would 
of course raise the tariff on them to 8% 
cents. Hay was cut from $4 to $2 a ton, 80 
that the duty under the new bill would he 
$2.50. Barley under the present law has a 
duty of 30 per cent, or less than half of what 
it was under the McKinley schedule. The 
committee scheme would increase it to 371% 
per cent. 

A similar increase of 25 per cent is pro- 
vided for all dairy products, including but- 
ter and cheese and milk. 

On all the rest of the agricultural sched- 
ule there is to be a horizontal increase of 15 
per cent. 

Duty on Barley and Eges. 

The bill has also been practically agrees 
upon with respect to what is known as 
Schedule D, which embraces all lumber 
and manufactures thereof. Under the Mc- 
Kinley tariff lumber was protected by a 
duty ranging from $3.85 per cent to 30.9 per 
cent. Under the present tariff all these are 
free, and the rates on manufactured wood 
were cut down materially. It is proposed, 
therefore, to establish as the new basis 6v 
per cent of the McKinley rates on wood and 
its manufactures. 

These items of wool, lumber, and agricul- 
tural products embrace the only ones now 
singled out for especial attention, but the 
entire schedule of the Wilson-Gorman bill 
will be subjected to a horizontal increase of 
15 per cent. This tariff measure, as has 
been stated, will be in the shape.of a 
separate bill. 

he other bill prepared by the Ways and 
Means committee is substantially that of- 
fered in the House last winter by Mr. Reed 
himself, and it deals exclusively with the 
Treasury. It proposes to raise gold by 
means of a popular loan bond, payable with- 
in five years at the option of the government 
and not later than twenty years. These 
bonds are to be in form substantially the 
same as those now issued, but are to be of low 
denominations chiefly. Provisions will be 
made for distributing them throughout 
the country in such a way as to invite pop- 
ular investment. : 

Coupled with this popular loan will be 
the provisions maintaining the integrity of 
the gold reserve, and making it mandatory 
on the Secretary of the Treasury to issue 
interest bearing certificates to provide for 
possible deficiencies of the revenue. 


Thursday a Busy Day. 

These two measures, the tariff revenue 
bl and the financial scheme, will, accord- 
ing to the present program, be submitted 
to a Republican caucus on Thursday morn- 
ing, and then, under a special rule, will be 
brought into the House, debated a short 
time and passed before adjournment same 
day. But little opportunity will be given 
for amendment and the efforts of particu- 
lar industries to secure abnormal protec 
tion will be defeated. 

It will be noticed that the only features 
selected for special treatment are those 
which affect the sheep-breeders, the farm- 
ers, and the lumber-men. This will secure 
for the tariff measure much larger support 
— the Senate than would otherwise be possi- 

e. 

It has been finally decided by the commit- 
tee that as the question of revenue is the 
most important thing to be settled, and as 
no Treasury reforms would be possible so 
long as there is a deficiency, the wisest 
course is to secure the passage first of this 
emergency tariff measure and then let the 
question of bonds and Treasury certificates 
be settled later on. 

So many members of the House left town 
on Friday and Saturday, expecting that the 
usual holiday recess would be taken, that 
there is serious doubt whether the Repub- 
licans would be able to muster a decisive 
majority the day after Christmas. To make 
this certain each delegation was carefully 
polled and urgent telegrams were sent out 
to every Republican member absent from 


ac the opening of the House on Thursday. 

The two measures outlined will be pushed 
through the House without question, leav- 
ing the project to increase the national 
bank circulation and reduce the minimum 
capital for future consideration. 

It was found that a number of Republi 
cans in the House and several of both par- 
ties in the Senate were more or less opposed 
to any measure extending privileges of na- 
tional banks at this particular time. Hence, 
in order not to embarrass the general 
scheme, it has been decided to hold the bank 
bill in abeyance until it is seen how the 
other measures fare.

Nearly a Million Is Paid to National 
Banks and Others. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.—Telegrams 
from the Subtreasury at New York received 
by the Secretary of the Treasury announce 
that’ $150,000 in gold was today withdrawn 
by national banks, and $799,000 was paid out 
over the counter in exchange for legal ten- 
ders, making the total withdrawals for the 
day $949,000, which leaves the true amount 
of the gold reserve $67,569,946. No gold was 
withdrawn for export. 


MOUNTAIN MADE OF A MOLEHILL. 


Wisconsin High Schoel Inspector 
Talks of University Charges. 

Madison, Wis., Dec. 23.—[{Special.}—Prof. 
H. W. Chandler, State High School In- 
spector, says in an interview he cannot think 
of any ground for any charges against Pres- 
ident Charles K. Adams which the princi- 
pals of the high schools of the State can 
present. He said: 

“Upon two points only have I found any 
disposition to complain. These are, first, 
that the inspectors sent out lay more stress 
upon the library, laboratory, and apparatus 
equipment of schools than upon the charac- 
ter of work done; and, secondly, that it is 
an unjust action to require the schools to 
bear the expense of the visit and inspection 
when it is largely for the interest of the uni- 
versity and the general education that the 
inspection is made. I have found compara- 
tively few who complained of these feat- 
ures, and in some of these cases I have found 
it difficult to believe that any injustice has 
been done in insisting upon better equip- 
ment.“ 

Gov. Upham says the charges made by 
Supt. O. E. Pederson of Winnebago County 
against the Wisconsin University are being 
made too much of, and are being unduly 
dignified by the attention they cre receiving. 
“Why, I would just as much expect to see a 
committee appointed for the purpose of as- 
certaining whether or not Wisconsin is a 
good State to live in as to see one appointed 
to investigate the university,” said the Gov- 
ernor. 


NOT PLEASED WITH SOUTH AFRICA. 


Returned Chicagoan Says Diamond 
Fields Are a Delusion. 

Robert Perry, a Chicago contractor, re- 
turned to this city yesterday from a trip 
to Johannisburg, one of the mining 
regions of uth Africa. He consid- 
ers South A ‘+. about the worst part of 
the world he er saw. The people who 
stay there, he says, do so because they can- 
not get away. Mr. Perry left Chicago four 
months ago and was in Johannisburg about 
two months, so that he had ample time and 
opportunity to become thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with the place. He said to a reporter for 
THE TRIBUNE last night: 

„I want to warn Americans to keep away 
from that part of the world. There is 
nothing to go there for. The climate is un- 
healthful, living is exorbitantly high, and 
the people who are there are almost in a 
starving condition. * 

„Negroes do all the work in the mines, 
which are all owned by Barnato and Rhodes. 
The place is a desert where scarcely any- 
thing grows, and there is a water famine 
most of the time. Every imaginable thing 
is taxed heavily. Even Pretoria’s own 
paper has printed a warning to the world 
to keep away from the place. The people 
who have lived there ten or fifteen years 
are away behind the times. When I told 
them about the motocycle and the kineto- 
scope they thought I was telling fairy tales 
and would not believe me.”

BITLIS MASSACRE is ‘DESCRIBED. 


Troeps Were Summoned te the 
Slaughter by Bugle Calls. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 23.—The first detailed 
account of the massacre of Armenians at 
Bitlis has reached this city from a corre- 
spohdent writing from Eastern Turkey. 
The writer says: 

“The outbreak began when the Turks 
went to the mosque at noon. Contrary to 
custom the Turkish storekeepers closed and 
locked their shops before going to prayer. 
This alarmed the Armenians, who had been 
already threatened with massacre, and they 
began to close their shops also. The police 
interfered to prevent this. Some of the Ar- 
menians ran away to escape. Then a Turk 
named Kuiuf fired a gun and the people 
rushed out of the mosques and began the at- 
tack upon the shops. The massacre which 
followed was the work of officials. The 
troops were called to the work by the bugle 
and they were stopped by the bugle.” 

Another correspondent writing from Con- 
stantinople asserts that the massacres, un- 
doubtedly ordered from the palace, are to 
be confined, with some possible exceptions, 
to the six provinces embraced in the scheme 
of reform, and unless some change is made 
in the Sultan’s attitude towards the prov- 
inces in this direction it is not probable that 
the dreadful experiences which have fallen 
upon the provinces in Armenia will be re- 
peated in those nearer the capital. 

It is difficult to understand fully the long 
period of inaction maintained by the Euro- 
pean powers. It is believed here the reason 
for this is that they find it difficult to agree 


upon the question of the partition of the em- 


pire in case it is decided to make an end of 
the Ottoman rule. Ever since these un- 
happy negotiations began hopes of some- 
thing to be done in the future have been held 
out, but the great effort of the powers has 
seemed to be héw they could keep in concert 
in the business of doing nothing at all.

DEATH OF MIRABEL IS CONFIRMED. 


Engagement with Capt.-Gen. Campos 
Is Momentarily Expected. 

Havana, Dec. 23.—Dispatches have been 
received here confirming the announcement 
that the famous Cuban insurgent leader 
Mirabel has been killed. It appears he led 
the attack upon the Village of Vueltas, 
which was held by a few Spanish soldiers. 
A column of troops commanded by Maj. 
Tomas was sent to assist the Spanish gar- 
rison, and in the engagement which followed 
the insurgents lost heavily and Mirabel was 
wounded. He died subsequently in the in- 
surgent hospital at Sierra Cita, 

Important news has been received here 
from the front, though it is not official, to 
the effect that Captain-General Campos is 
still at Jovellanos, and that several columns 
of troops are following the main forces of 
the insurgents. An engagement with them 
is soon expected. 

SPAIN GETS NEWS OF VICTORY. 
Troops Are Said te Have Killed 100

Madrid, Dec. 23.—A dispatch received here 
from Colon, Province of Matanzas, Island of 
Cuba, confirms the report that Spanish 
troops have routed 4,000 insurgents on the 
Calmana River. One hundred of the enemy 
were killed. . 


ARE MARCHING TOWARD MATANZAS. 


Latest Advices from Cuba Brought by 
Special Courier. 

Tampa, Fla., Dec. 23.—{Special.]—A special 
courier from Gen. Maceo’s command arrived 
here last night. He reports the Cuban army 
marching toward Matanzas in three col- 
umns. One in the South under José La 
Crete and Suarez, with 2,000 men; another in 
the North under Maceo, with 3,000 men. 
The center column under Gen. Gomez has 
6,000 men. Each column has two field pieces 
of modern artillery. The extreme vanguard, 
1,000 men, is commanded by Brigadier Fran- 
cisco Perez. The rear guard of 1,000 men is 
under Quintin Bandera.

There is no outlook for any change in the 
present weather conditions for some days 
to come, and consequently a green Christ- 
mas is to be expected. The temperature yes- 
terday was practically unchanged through- 
out, the variation being only between 39° 
and 34°. Today may be expected to be much 
the same. The line of 30° passes across Lake 
Superior to Duluth and thence through Min- 
nesota into British territory, where the low- 
est temperature registered is 22°. Most of 
yesterday there were no winds, but towards 
evening there was a scarcely perceptible stir 
in the air with a velocity of from four to five 
miles an hour. The barometer was normal 
in Chicago, with a low area slowly advancing 
this way from the northwest. 

Prof. R. B. Garriott has issued a notice of 
the kind of weather to be looked for in the 
month of January, based on the ubservations 
of previous years. More than one-third of 
the storms of next month, he says, first ap- 
pear in the region north of Montana and thé 
State of Washington. Of these two-thirds 
reach the Atlantic coast and pass over the 
Atlantic Ocean north of the fortieth parallel. 
Their usual path is east southeast to Lake 
Superior and thence eastward over the Can- 
adian maritime provinces, with an average 
speed of about fifty-seven miles an hour. 

Storms of this class are seldom attended by 
precipitation. until they reach the lake re- 
gion, and as they pass east the precipita- 
tion is usually confined to the lake region, 
New York, and New England. They are not 
usually attended by cold waves, which are 
more frequent when slower moving storms 
of marked intensity produce high tempera- 
tures in their east quadrants, which are fol- 
lowed by strong northerly winds.

Christmas shoppers did the work. They 
started early and staid late, Travel was fair- 
ly good. It was the last chance for bar- 
gains, too. | 

The crowd flooded the State street stores 
before 10 o'clock. By noon it Was an ava- 
lanche of humanity, indoors and out, from 
Randolph to Congress streets. Women com- 
posed 90 per cent of the hurrying, pushing 
throng, and many of them seemed delighted 
at the crushing mobs on every side. Scores 
of women dragged little children with them 
through crowded store aisles where few men 
cared to go. 

Clerks on the Jump. 

Clerks worked like beavers. The rattle of 
calls for cash girls by the clerks in the big 
stores sounded like hail-stones on a pine- 
shingle roof, and coin rained upon the 
money-changers faster than it could be 


cleared away. 

Things got worse as the day advanced. 
The Postoffice was swamped. The express 
companies were crowded to the doors, and 
street railway lines were packed. 

Darkness caused little change for the bet- 
ter. The crowd was not satisfied and when 
the stores closed many wants were unsup- 
plied. 

After it was all over clerks were worn out 
and ready to drop from exhaustion, but ac- 
counts had to be straightened out and stocks 
fixed up for today’s business. Long into the 
night the crowd staid and longer still the 
clerks worked. 


Hundreds of Telephone Orders. 

Thousands of people staid at home and did 
their shopping by telephone. More of this 
was done than ever’ before, and the tele- 
phone exchanges were never so busy as dur- 
ing business hours yesterday. The business 
showed an increase of 15 per cent Friday, 
21 per cent Saturday, and 23 per cent yester- 
day over those dates last year. This was for 
business handled from 10 to 11 each forenoon. 
Yesterday’s percentage represented an in- 
crease in business over the normal conditions 
of 25,000 messages in one hour. Today the 
largest force ever used in Chicago will be at 
work to handle the exchanges. 

The big trade of Saturday and yesterday 
reaches into millions of dollars. All along 
State street the same story of improved busi- 
ness is told in almost every line of trade.

Bride 
roses, bride and tea roses will sell for $3 a 
dozen, with red roses ranging 30 cents high- 
er. Violets will be 75 cents to $1 a bunch. 
Chrysanthemums, $4 to $5 a dozen.

The reason is that if it becomes a law at 


all at this session it cannot be expected to 


become a law and go into operation imme- 
diately. It may pass the House this week 
or next under the previous question.” 
But if only the extreme free trade Demo- 
crats and Populists in the Senate oppose 
it at least two months may be spent in time- 
killing talk, unless the Senate rules are 
changed, which is difficult to effect. That 
body has no rule yet which enables a majori-

ern. 
If the Senate debates showed that the bill 


was likely to pass that body shortly after 
it does the House, and if the importers be- 
lieved the President would sign it or allow 
it to become a law, they would begin rushing 
in raw wool from London and elsewhere 
in anticipation of the duty, as raw sugar 
was rushed in free of duty, in anticipation of 
the Wilson-Gorman 40 per cent duty, in 
enormous quantities. It has hardly all 
been consumed yet. 

Every other article on the free list now 
which it is proposed to make dutiable, and 
goods the duties on which it was proposed 
to advance decidedly, would be brought in 
in great quantities in anticipation of the 
new law. That was what happened in 1890. 
After the higher duties went into effect 
there would be a large falling off of importa- 
tions for a year or two. 

Certainly great stocks of raw wool would 
be brought in free, but that wool and the 
goods made from it would be marked up 
the moment the new duties went into opera- 
tion. That would put money in the pockets 
of merchants having stocks of woolens on 
hand and of manufacturers who secured 
free wool, but the consumers would pay 


more for woolens and the government would 


not get much immediate ” increase of 
revenue. The Ways ahd Means com- 
mittee must be well aware of this outcome. 
There is no reason why the products of 
the Canadians, who have not at any time 
shown much’ friendship for the United 
States, should not pay higher duties, but 
there may be no increase in revenue from 
The advance in duties in 1890 
was followed by a decided decrease in im- 
portations of Canadian products. The 
higher duty does not invariably produce the 
most revenue, nor is it so intended, the real 
object being better protection and less im- 
portation, 

If it be assumed that this proposed bill is 
to become a law this session and the object 
is “immediate” revenue, then the bill 
should be improved by adding to it a pro- 
vision doubling the very low tax on beer and 


certainty, even if we should have no trouble

AN UNANSWERED QUESTION. 

The Committee on Ways and Means pro- 
poses to authorize the issue of 3 per cent 
bonds to be sold for gold to protect the note 
redemption reserve. But these bonds are 
to be made payable in coin,” which means 
silver, at the option of the government. 
To do this is to weaken materially the value 
of the bond in the eyes of investors. 

Why is it that Congress, with the situa- 
tion such as it is, proposes to insert that 
word “ coin” in these low interest bonds, 


which must not be sold at less than par in 


gold, ask purchasers to pay gold for them, 
and refuse to redeem them in the same 
metal? Why does Congress intend to re- 
fuse to promise to pay back the purchaser 
in as good money as it demands from him? 

There are 500,000 to 1,000,000 men in 
this country who within a year or two have 
borrowed gold on land and railroad mort- 
gages, etc. They have promised specifical- 
ly to pay back in gold coin of equal weight 
and fineness of present American gold coin. 
Why cannot the government be equally 
honest? Why does Congress want to shirk 
the promise to repay in as good money as it 
now demands? Is it done for the purpose 
of cheating the lenders? 

This question has bees asked often, but 
no man has answered it satisfactorily inside 
or outside of Congress. There is but one 
answer which any honest man can give. 
That is, the government should pay back in 
as good money as it gets. But Populists 
and 16 to 1 silverites do not hesitate to de- 
clare that they do not want any obligation 
of the government to be paid in better 
money than 16 to 1 silver, which is and may 
be about 50 cents on the dollar. They want 
the lender to give gold money worth 100 
cents on the dollar and take his pay in 
silyer worth intrinsically but 50 cents and 
be satisfied with 3 per cent interest, payable 
in half-value money. They will not find 
many men who are willing to invest their 
gold on those terms. Congress knows it. 
Then why does it propose to act in so queer 
a manner?

These averages are from 30 to 50 per cent 
more than they would be if these officials 
ran the offices out of the fees and could keep 
all that remained over after paying expenses. 
No business concern pays for similar work 
anything like what the Commissioners make 
the county pay. 

The copyists in the Recorder's office get 
about 50 per cent more than commercial 
rates, The clerks in the County Clerk’s 
office or Treasurer’s office get much more 
than bank clerks do, and there are 10 or 20 
per cent more men employed than a busi- 
ness concern would have.. Judges, dislik- 
ing to antagonize officeholding politicians 
and their henchmen, have consented weakly 
to suctessive increases. Then these Com- 
missioners have coddled them by raising 
their salaries without considering the tax- 
payers for a moment. 

The Commissioners cannot dodge their 
responsibility. They are paying lots of 
clerks $1,400 and $1,500 a year who are not 
worth a thousand in the market. They ean- 
not plead a lack of means as a reason for 
not making necessary repairs or construct- 
ing needed buildings when they can get all 
that is required by hiring employés at less 
pay. But will the Commissioners pay any 
heed to the interests of the taxpayers? 
Probably not. Their business is to eat 
taxes, and not to save them—to spend, and 
not to economize or retrench expenses. 


NEW POET LAUREATE. 

The English poet, Lewis Morris, who was 
recently knighted, evidently thinking his 
muse should grind out something in consid- 
eration of the new handle to his name, has 
produced a poem called “Armenia-Ameri- 
ca, 1895.“ Without paying any attention 
to it as poetry its sentiment is at least ex- 
traordinary. The poet describes Armenia 
as turning to England for help and says: 

Now, at the moment when our England's arm 

Should save the innocent from deadly harm, 

To cripple her for some mean, sordid aim, 

Some lust for gold or place, 
Sure twere the very irony of shame, 
The debt of deep disgrace. 

Next the poet goes on to reproach Ameri- 
en for staying England’sarm. He sings: 
Forbid it, heaven! ‘Tis crime! Tis worse than

In twenty-four hours they could muster

in six hours, 22,000 in twenty-four hours, 
completely armed and ready to fight, and 
250,000 men in thirty days. A few of the 
Governors made no estimates, but would 
guarantee the full quota of their States. 
The timid souls who have been afraid of 
England's military preponderance ought to 
be reassured by these figures. They are 
also a sufficient answer to the boast of the 
London Globe that small English war vessels 
could be sent to the great lakes and would 
hold Buffalo, Detroit, and Chicago at their 
mercy. Within a few hours of a declara- 
tion of war the United States regulars 
would hold the Welland Canal, and destroy 
it if necessary. Meanwhile, within twenty- 
four hours, 150,000 troops would be on the 
march into Canada. Could England spare 
an equal number to meet them? Within 
thirty days over 2,000,000 men would be 
under arms and organized for a defensive 
war on their own soil, where they would 
have every advantage. How many men 
could England spare to meet them? 


INGERSOLL’S OPINION. 

Col. Ingersoll says concerning the action 
of President Cleveland on the Venezuelan 
matter: “In my judgment the President 
acted in haste, without thought. When 
the people understand the question they will 
regard the administration as almost in- 
sane.’ 

This simply dil how little in touch with 
the American people Col. Ingersoll is. What 
the President has done—not hastily or with- 
out thought, but after due deliberation— 
has met with the hearty approval of the 
American people, with the excéption of 
some gamblers in stocks, some Anglophiles, 
and some college professors, who think the 
foreign policy of this country ought to be 
in their keeping. Nor will the present feel- 
ing of the American people change. What- 
ever may happen they will indorse Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s position, for it is the only 
honorable and American one. They hold 
with him now, and always will hold, that 
it is as much a violation of the Monroe doc- 
trine for a European nation to steal Amer- 
ican territory as it is to take it by force.

The Ways and Means committee of the 
House of Representatives is reported to 
have agreed to recommend to Congress a 
measure for relieving the present strain on 
the Treasury redemption fund, the follow- 
ing being its leading features: A tem- 
porary change in the tariff which will in- 
crease the customs by forty to fifty millions; 
permission to national banks to ix zue notes 
up to the face value of the government 
bonds deposited by them, and to organize 
new banks with a minimum of $25,000 
paid-up capital, being half the present mini- 
mum requirement for capital; permission 
te the government to meet deficiencies in 
revenue by the issue of interest-bearing 
Treasury certificates, sold for greenbacks 
and payable in coin; and an issue of 3 per 
cent long-time coin bonds, payable in 
gold, to protect the gold reserve and for re- 
deeming greenbacks and Shermans in gold

BOND AND STOCK REVIVAL. 

The country was contidently assured by 
telegrams from Washington yesterday aft- 
ernoon that President Cleveland is going 
ahead with arrangements for putting out 
another issue of 4 per cent bonds, and that 
headway to this end was made at a Cabinet 
meeting held on Sunday. Another equally 
confident statement was made by other 
parties to the effect that there is no founda- 
tion for this claim, that the question of an 
immediate issue of bonds was not considered 
at the meeting, and that it would be scant 
courtesy for the President to act in the mat- 
ter before an opportunity has been given 
to Congress to act on his recommendation. 

It is difficult to judge between the two, 
but there seems little reason to doubt that 
the President is ready to offer another issue 
of bonds if a resumption of heavy gold 
shipments should render that advisable 


warning to England. France, too, while 
she feels a little sore over the Mexican in- 
cident years ago, where the Monroe doctrine 
was applied to her, has intimated that En- 
gland need not look to her for help, which 
England knows well enough is true, as 
France would be likely to follow Russia.

Escaping Steam Gives Warning. 

The mangle which exploded was situated 
in the front of a two-story frame building 
connected with the hotel on the south and 
at the time was being operated by several 
girls. One of them noticed the steam es- 
caping and went into an adjoining room to 
call the foreman, P. O’Leary. Before they 
could return the explosion occurred. 
The cylinder, weighing nearly 1,000 pounds, 
burst into fragments, the larger portions 
crashed through the front of the building, 
Aying along close to the ground, tore their 
way through a board fence and finally 
buried themselves in the ground on the op- 
posite side of the street. The partition of 
the livery stable was broken and the ceiling 
splintered. The brick wall of the hotel 
north of the laundry was not damaged, the 
force of the explosion expending itself on 
the frame structure. 

At the time there were nine girls at work 
in the laundry, but the escaping steam 
warned them to leave the building and they 


ne, injury. 

J. O. Sullivan heard the hissing of escap- 
ing steam and started to a doorway between 
his stable and the laundry to warn the peo- 
ple at work of their danger, but before he 
reached the doorway was thrown violently 
across the barn against a carriage and 
cut about the head. M. Murphy was also 
thrown against one of the vehicles and 
bruised. 

Force of the Explosion. 

The yard in front of the laundry was filled 
with the splintered front of the laundry and 
pieces of flooring and iron. Across the 
‘street, where the largest of the pieces of 
the machine had torn their way through 
the walk, a similar pile of débris was 
seen. The whole front was blown out. of 
the building, and the contents of the rooms 
above and below scattered over the street 
and yard. Laundry which had been in the 
mangle at the time of the explosion was 
— from the sbaf ting left in the build- 
ng. 

The cause of the explosion is unknown. 
The most plausible theory advanced is the 
pressure of steam was more than the 
structure of the machine would allow, but 
Mr. John Cornell, manager of the hotel, 
said the mangle would allow a pressure 
of sixty pounds at the maximum, and a 
safety valve arranged to blow off when 
over that pressure was reached, and 
thought the exposion due to a flaw in the 
casting.

MAKES PLEA FOR OUTCAST GIRLS. 


Mrs. Charlotte Edholm . at Cen- 
tral Music Hall. 

“Mrs. Charlotte Edholm, National Evangel- 
ist of the Florence Crittenton Missions, 
made an earnest plea at Central Music Hall 
yesterday noon for outcast girls. The story 
of the founding of this great rescue work 
for erring women was touchingly told. 

As the story goes the well-known million- 
aire reformer of New York, Charles Critten- 
lost his daughter Florence. At that 
time, thirteen years.ago, he was a worldly 
man, but her dying messages resulted in his 
conversion. One night, while assisting in 
evangelistic services in the slums, his plead- 
ings with a young girl to leave the life of 
shame called forth a Where can I go?” 
With scarcely a door but the door of shame 
open to suchyan one in New York City, the 
question unanswerable. 

The outcome of it all was the opening sixty 
days later of a refuge for the unfortunate, 
named the Florence Crittenton Anchorage. 
This was the beginning of a great work that 
has spread fram city to city, until now there 
are twenty-two such homes in as many cities. 
The last one to be established was opened 
one week ago last evening in Baltimore.
